Coroner Lemonnier viewed the bod- 
ies of these lying in the yard. Rocco 
Geracci was first viewed, but one wound 
was found; this was in the chest and 
caused hemmorha ze which resulted in 
death. Next came Peter Monastrio. 
He was found to have a gunshot wound 
back of the head and a bruise on 
the neck, anteriorly. Charles Terahia 
was found to h- ve received ten gunshot 
wounds in the chest, anteriorly, one 
gunshot wound on the left side ot the 
face, and gunshot wounds on the back 
of the left shoulder and in the back. 
Jim Caruso had numerous gunshot 
wounds on the anterior portion of the 
body, one wound in the face, one in the 
neck, nine in the chest, twelve in the 
abdomen, five in the right thigh, four 
in the left thigh. Lore:to Comitez 
had « gunshot in the chest, anteriorly 
one in the top of the Lead, four in the 
right side of the body, and a bruise by 
a gunshot wound on the left side of the 
back. Frank Romero had a gunshot 
wound on the head ahove the forehead. 
All the shot lodged in the head, and 
the skull inside is completely shattered.
